Then the liitie 
lieutenant captured the rebel Captain of the Pilco- 
mayo, and tied bis Jegs and arms and dumped him 

ashore. After tbat the crews of the Almirante 
Lynch ard the Pilcomayo were for Balmaveda 
apd the Government everytime. The little lieu- 
tenant eet sail with the two gunboats. They met 
the Almtrante Condell, another gunboat comman- 
ded by arebel. He was corralled by the little leu- 
tenant, and after bis legs and arms bad been bound 
he, too, was put ashore. Then the little lieutenant 
and bis three guuboats sailed and sailed, and, ac- 
cording to the South American newspaper, they 
are *till sailing, bunting for the rebels. Nobooy 
knows what hepate of the three trussed insurreu- 
tionist Captains. They were probably served up at

“Section 2. That it shall be lawful for any civil officer 
baving authority under the laws of the United States, or of 
any State, Territory or district, to arrest offenders, to sum- 
merily arrest a deserter from the Military Service of the 
United States, and deliver bim into the.custody of the mili- 
tary autbority of the General Government.” 

It ia the duty of the person in the Military Service author- 
ized to receive a deserter to satisfy himself before signing 
the certificate on ‘he voucher for payment of reward. that 
the party delivering the allewed deserter isa civil officer 
legally sutborized to arrest offenders, and that the man so 
arrested and delivered is liable under existing law to trial 
apd punishment for desertion. 

The clasts of civil officers empowered by the act above 
quoted to arrest deserters comprises United States marshals 
and their deputies, sberiffs and their deputies, constables, 
marebails and police officers of towns and cities.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


“The History of the Tenth U. S. Infantry, by ist 
Lieut. Stephen Y. Seyburn, Adjt. 10th Inf...” is the 
tit!e of a volume ot 85 pages, 12mo., published at 
Santa Fe, New Mexico. It is a plain transcript from 
the official recorcs of this organization, dating from 
the act of March 3, 1855, which also established the 
9th Infantry and thel-t and 2d (nuw 4th and bth) 
Cavairy. Webuve alist of the officers origivaliy 
appointed to the reziment and the changes since 
made, a list of non-com. staff from the beginning, 
and alist of the three Indian engagements and six- 
teen battles of tbe Civil Warin which the regiment 
participated, from Valvedere, N. M., Feb. 21, 1862, 
to Chapel [louse, Va., Oct. 1, 1864.. Portraits are 
given of Col. Henry Douglass, Lieut.-Col. Simon 
Snyder, Adjt. Stephen Y. Seyburp, Q. M. Edward 
H. Plummer. Itisa well to stimulate esprit de corps 
by the publication of such memorials us this, and 
the author justly says * the 10th infantry of to-day 
has arecord of which its members may feel suffi- 
ciently proud,” and part of its record is the history 
of such soldiers as its colonelse—Alexander, Clitz, 
and Dovelas:, and C. F. Smith, McCook, Canby, 
Grover, Dudley, Heth, and Bee. 


Rbymsters ars many, but poets are few, and to be 
able to write verses that are worthy to be gathered 
iato a published volume is a rare gift. The collec- 
tion of verses by Capt. KE. L. Huggins, 2d Cavairy, 
U.S. Army, published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons un- 
der the title of “ Winona, A Dakota Legend, and 
Other Poems,” stand this test of submission to public 
approval. The picture of the native Indian in 
“Winona” is drawn by one who has thoroughly 
studied both the subject and theart of poetic ex- 
pression: 

* * * None who that race have known 

Ere poisoned by tbe vices of our own, 
mitignobie. * * * 

Wealth, pomp aod power ne’er bis soul affect, 

Still unabashed ho stands un moved, erect, 

His blanket draped, albeit not too clean, 

About bim with a Roman consul’s mien, 

Aud ino the white light of a throne his eye 

Would meet, nor quail, the eye of majesty. 

Following the descriptive poem giving title to the 
volume, we have a collection of miscelianeous verse 
and aseries of translations and imitations of the 
French and Spanisb. As in wine, so in verse, the 
only testis that of sampling. Take this from the 
poem “Tell Me, Dear Bird:”’ 

Tell me, dear bird, O bird with breast of flame, 
I conjure thee, e’en by bis sacred name, 

How I may lure and win Love to my side? 
There is no lure for Love, ip patience bide, 
And if he cometu not await bim still, 

* Love cometh only when and where he will. 
But when he cometh, bird with breast of flame, 
Teach me his roving feet to bind and tame. 
Many have sought to bind him, but in vain, 

He will uot brook vor gold nor silken chain. 

If be is caught, Love languishes and dies, 

And ‘tis not Love, if free to stay, he flies, 

Tell me, dear bird, O bird with breast of flame, 
When true Love comes, how may I know bis name? 
What are the golden words upon bis tongue: 

What message sweeter than «a seraph’s song ? 

Love buath no shibboleth and where are words 

For the enraptured songs of summer birds ? 

Here surely is the snbstance and the form of 
poetry. ina different vein is this: 

The conscript’s march, O cruel theft, 
W bile tbose that are rejected, 

The crooked und the lame, are left 
To comtort maids dejected, 

If swift promotion you would gain, 
Yet ebriok from war and slaughter, 

The path is ole and very plain— 
Marry the General's daughter. 

The Bureau of the American Republics, Washing- 
ton, U. 8. A., bas issued its Bulletin, No. 1, January, 
1891, It isa‘ Hand Book of the American Repub- 
lics.”’ This Bureau is established under the supervi- 
sion of the Secretary of State upon the recommend- 
ation of the International American Conference, 
held in Washington last year. 


The Smithsonian [nstitution publishes a vol- 
ume by Ensign Albert P. Niblack, C. 8. N,, 
on “The Coast Indians of Southern Alaska 
and Northern British Columbia.” [t is based 
on the collections in the United States National 
Museum, and on the personal observation of Mr. 
Niblack in connection with the survey of Alaska in 
the seasons of 1885, 1886 and 1887. The volume gives 
a valuable record of primitive customs already 
yielding to the influence of association witb the 
whites which, as ie usual in such cases, is not only 
demoralizing but destructive. Seventy plates with 
nearly 400 tgures illustrate the text of this valuable 
contribution tu ethnology. The. binding of the 
voilume—if it may be dignified by that name—is a 
disgrace to the Government Printing Office. It 18 
stabbed and stitched in such a way that you can 
only keep 1t open by manual! labor. 

We have received a pamphlet describing the Auto- 
matic Apparatus for Laying Seacoast Guns, in- 
vented by Capt. G. G. Greenough, 4th Regt., U. 8. 
Art., 1887-1890. it ovonsists of blue-print plates 
with descriptions describing the characteristica of 
this Range Finder and showing wherein it differs in 
scope and construction from all others. Capt. 
Greenough holds that an Automatic Electrical Sys- 
tem is absolutely essential to a proper handling of 
beavy ordnance; “that even the sights and fuses 





should be simplified as far as practicable. by abol- 
ishing the present method and writing so many. 
— instead of degrees and fractions—ihe fuses to 

Ave, possibly, range as well as time marks.” Every 
artillery officer should carefully consider what he 
tuggests. The important problem he discusses can- 
not be too thoroughly studied. 

* Adventures on the M ito Shore, by E. George 
Squier, M. A. F. S. A., witu 66 iliustrations,” is a re- 
publication by Worthington and Co,, New York, of 
the text and illustrations ofa volume first published 
thirty years ago, we believe, by Harper and Bros. 
That it bas been found wortby of reproduction 
after so many years is the best testimony to its in- 
terest. There is an air of mystery and weirdness 
about the character “Antonie” that gives the 
volume much the flavor of a romance. In typo- 
graphical execution, it,is a vast improvement upon 
the original edition. 

From somewhere there has flown into the veics of 
Northern Europe, a most vigorous stream of ances- 
tral inheritance aud to the Northern races, more 
than to any otirer, we owe the shaping of our modern 
civilzation. The interesting story of * The Vikings 
in Western Christendom, A. D. 789 to A. D. 883,” is 
told by C. F. Keary, M. A., F. 8S. A., author of **Out- 
lines of Primitive Belief,” ** The Dawn of History,” 
etc., ete. (New York, G. P. Putnam's Sons.) This 
was the period of Scandinavian transformation 
from tribes into nations, and in the childhood recol- 
lection: of nations as of individuals, myth and mat- 
ters of fact are so blended as to make it difficult to 
separate them. Mr. Keary has performed this task 
with skill, and he writes in a philosopbical spirit and 
with a thorough mastery of his subject. The Scan- 
dinavians seem to be attracting much attention of 
late and they are a people who will well repay 
study, aside from the relations of their history to 
Angio-Saxon development. They are a sturdy peo- 
ple and their course is not yet run; certainly not if 
they resist the encroaching influence of cuvetous 
and aggressive Russia. 


One of the most admirable series of reproductions 
of standard works in an economival and tandy form 
is the Camelot Series, published by Walter scott, 
London. 
this series. that ‘‘ On the Structure and Distribution 
of Coral Reefs, by Charies Darwin, with an intro- 
duction by Joseph W. Williams.’’ Darwin's theories 
were first presented in 1842, and have thus bean sub- 
jected to the test of a baif century of investigation 
and criticism. The editor bas brought the informa- 
tion down to date by his introduction and foot notes. 
Mr. Scott also sends a volume of his series, ** Great 
Writers, edited by Prof. Eric 8. Robertson, M. A.” 
This is the Life of W. M. Thackeray, by Herman 
Merivale and Frank T. Marzials. lo this series, a3 
ing the Camelot, we have excellent typography 
and neat binding at a minimum of cost.

TO CALUCLATE PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Tue following method will apply to line officers 
only after they have reached the grade of captain, 
and are so included in the lineal promotion list of 
the corps to which they belong, though the princi- 
ple is the samein the staf corps. | think a little 
study will show the reason for it, and convince any 
officer that itis absolutely correct. It, of course, 
opnly takes into consideration the rromotion which 
will be incidental to retirements for age; every 
casualty from qny other cause will be promotion io 
addition to this calculation, and will shorten the 
time until the promotion is due. 

As an illustration,take acaptain of cavalry; make, 
from the Army Register, a list of the names of all 
cavalry officers who rank the captain whose date of 
promotion is wanted, and include with this list the 
name of thecaptain in question (omitting grades, 
regiments and the initials of officers, which are un- 
necessary and cumber the list). Then place oppo- 
site each of these names the exact date of retire- 
ment of the officer (which can generally be ob- 
tained from Gen. Brisbin’s list of retirements). Re- 
arrange this list, placing each name in the order of 
the date of retirement, paying no attention to the 
rank of individuals. The “check list’ 1s now pre- 
pared and in order, the captain's place with regard 
to his relative age and not his rank, which we know 
is junior to every otber officer on the list. Now 
count fifty files from tbe bottom of this list upward, 
and the date of the retirement opposite this fiftieth 
file from the bottom will be the date on which the 
captain’s promotion as major is due on retirements 
forage. (Tbe reason for this is that when the cap- 
tain becomes a major he will be the fiftieth cavairy 
officer in rank in the Army). On the same list count 
from the bottom twenty files, and the date found 
will be the date on which this same captain will be- 
come a lieutenant colonel. (Because when he be- 
comes a lieutenant colonel tnere can be but uine- 
teen cavalry officers in the Army who rank him.) In 
the same way count ten files from the bottom, and 
it will show the date of his promotion tothe grade 
of colonel. (Because when he is the junior colonel 
of cavalry there will be only nine cavalry officers 
left io the Army who rank him.) 

A list of this kind has to be prepared in each indi- 
vidual case, no one will answer for another. it will 
be discovered in various cases that the officer has 
too many others who rank him, and who are 
younger than he is toever enable him to get, his 
pro'notion on retirements for age; then some will 
get one promotion, or two only inthis way. The 
list will always show who are the ‘‘desirable files,’’ 
because younger. 

Ono the same principle an infantry captain must 
count seventy-five files from the bottom of sucha 
list to get the date of bis first promotion, fifty to get 
his recond, and twenty-five to get iis promotion as 
colonel. An artillery captain must count twenty- 
tive files to get his promotion as major, ten to be- 
come a lieutenant colonel, and five a colonel.

Tue fact that Commodore Ramsay, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department, 
bas taken the preliminary steps toward the estab- 
lisoment of the Naval War College at Newport is 
the result of the recommendations of the Board of 
which Capt. R. L. Phythian was president, which 
made its report several monthsago. lt recommended 
that the best good of the Naval Service at large 
would bereached by consolidating the War College, 
the Naval Torpedo Station and the Naval Training 
Station into one establishment, to be called the 
Naval School of Application. The officer now in 
charge of the Torpedo Station is Comdr. Theodore 
F. Jewell, and Capt. Oscar F. Stanton is at the head 
of the Training Station, Plans for the necessary 
buildings on Coasters Island have been drawn 
and the money for their construction was ap. 
propriated by Congress. The purpose is to pro- 
vide suitable lecture rooms and apparatus for de- 
monstration, and the officers who are temporarily 
detailed for instruction at the college will be able to 
demonstrate practically the theories of the lectures 
by the aid of the vessels usually stationed in the 
neighborhood duriug the summer months. 


Tue U. 8S. training ship Monongahela, recently 
commissioned for sea service, will probably be ready 
to sail by the first week in May, and the cruise as 
laid out is destined to be a most enjoyable one.

batant branches of the army.’’ Here isa hint for 
our Services by which they may well profit. The oc- 
casion calling out these remarks was a banquet 
given by the Royal College of Surgeons in Dublin, 
and Lord Wolseley paid a high tribute to the mem. 
bers of the medical profession in the British Army 
and spoke of the Deputy Surgeon-General, Sir Ro- 
bert Jackson, as ‘not onlya good friend and a good 
comrade, but one of the best and bravest soldiers I 
have ever known.” We have had a recent experi- 
ence of the character of our own Army Medical Ser- 
vise, in connection with the Indian outbreak in Da 

kota, and it has been such as to still further empha- 
size the unselfish devotion to duty by which they 
honor a noble profession. The combination of a 
good doctor and a good soldier is one hard to im- 
prove upon. : 








ForEIGN nations show no lack of appreciation o 
the importance of the cavalry arm, and it is evident 
that it is destined to play a most important part in 
the next great shock of arms. England neglects her 
cavalry, as we do, but on the Continent every effort 
is being made to fit it for efficient service. 
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THE STATUS OF ARMY OFFICERS. 


We published here last week a letter from an offi- 
cer of cavalry, giving expression to some well con- 
sidered opinions upon the subject of Army reorgan- 
ization. This has called out a letter from an officer 
of large experience in the infantry arm of the Ser- 
vice. This correspondent says: 

“The editorial (Congress and the Army) in your 
issue of March 2i—made up, as it purports to be, 
from the views of officers in direct contact with the 
Line—is. a valuable contribution, and in the right 
direction. The'writer of this communication—also in 
direct contact with the Line and hearing daily, al- 
most hourly, expressions of its views—is fain to be- 
lieve that you have very greatly modified and soft- 
ened the opinions-expressed. I think I can safety 
say that among the more thoughtful officers of Ca- 
valry and Infantry, there is no ill feeling whatever 
towards the Artillery, for the most excellent reason 
that it is not believed that that arm is in any way 
responsible for the very extraordinary, and in gene- 
ral opinion illegal, changes that have recently been 
made. 

‘*So far as I can arrive at a conclusion, from the 
ever varying expressions of opinion of officers of 
Cavalry and Infantry, it is a general feeling of un- 
certainty as to their future status in the Army; a 
feeling as if there were no one in power who cares 
enough for them to watch over and protect their 
interest and their rights; a feeling of utter helpless- 
ness before the terrible possibilities to which they are 
now exposed. The law fixing the personal of the 
Army prescribes that there shall be ten regiments 
of cavalry, each composed of twelve troops, which 
shall consist of three commissioned officers and six- 
ty-six enlisted men. There shall be twenty-five re- 
giments of infantry, each composed of ten compan- 
ies, which shall eonsist of three commissioned offi- 
cers and fifty enlisted men. 

‘*If the War Department can of its own will cut 
a cavalry regiment down to ten troops, and an in- 
fantry regiment down to eight companies, what is 
to prevent cutting still further and further, for 
where is there a limit? Many cavalry officers firmly 
believe that had the Artillery Bill become a law it 
would have been construed into a Congressional re- 
cognition and approval of this assumed action of 
the War Department, and that in a short time two 
or more troops of each regiment might have been 
called to the sacrifice. This is indicated in your 
editiorial. This assumption, based as it must be 
on the mere fear of future possibilities, illustrates 
better than words can express the present feeling 
of those most interested. Every officer of a skele- 
ton troop or company is liable to be stripped of 
his commission by the next Congress, and it is 
strongly urged that no department with a proper 
paternal feeling for the whole Army over which it 
has control, could thus jeopardise the future of of- 
ficers, many of whom have records of long and most 
honorable service.” 


What is said here is, in our judgment, worthy of 
the gravest consideration, and it is because we ap- 
preciated the possibility our correspondent refers to 
that we felt called upon to protest against the action 
of the War Department in skeletonizing companies 
of cavalry and infantry. It was an indirect way of 
accomplishing what can only properly be under- 
taken by the action of Congress, which at least 
gives opportunity for thorough discussion of the 
wisdom of a measure. The practical assertion by 
the War Department of the right to change at will 
the military establishment authorized by law is a 
matter of the most serious concern. It jeopardizes 
the commission of every officer, and no considera- 
tion of immediate personal advantage should tempt 
any officer to give it his sanction. We understand 
and appreciate the necessities that prompted 
this action, but it is unwise to give such encourage- 
ment to the elements that are bent upon destroying 
the Army altogether. There should be no compro- 
mising with this spirit, as it is only by presenting a 
united front against it that the Army can hold its 
own at all in this country. Those who represent 
the Service at Washington should guard the rights 
of officers asa father guards the interests of his 
children, the husband the honor of his wife—in the 
spirit that admits of no concession to hostile 
elements.

STATUS OF AN ACTING REAR ADMIRAL. 


Navat Officers have§been for some time asking us 
questions concerning the status of Acting Rear Ad- 
mirals in the Navy, but our indisposition to meddle 
in family disputes bas made us chary of replying. 
As we understand it, the designation of Acting Rear 
Admiral was first given in 1883 by Secretary Chand- 
ler in a letter to the late Commodore John Lee 
Davis, In this the Secretary said: ‘* You are au- 
thorized to hoist the flag and wear the uniform of a 
Rear Admiral and to affix the title of Rear Admiral 
to your official signature.” This form has since 
been followed in details of this kind, and is con- 
strued by the Department as giving to Acting Rear 
Admirals precisely the same status as Rear Admi- 
rals, except in regard to pay. The legality of these 
appointments has often been questioned, but Sec. 
1434 R. S. 1s considered by the Department as 
sufficient authority, and until the number of Rear 
Admirals is inereased the details will continue to 
be made. The main purpose in giving the increased 
rank is to place our commodores, who by reason of 
the scarcity of Rear Admirals must be assigned to 
squadron commands on an equal footing with the 
commanders of foreign squadrons. To this, we be- 
lieve, no objection is made, but the trouble arises 
when it comes to the question of an interchange of 
courtesies between officers of our own Navy. Sec. 
1434 R. 8. is as follows : 

The President may select. any officer not below the grade 
of commander on the active sist of the Navy and assign him 
to the command of a squadron, with the rank and title of 
flag officer, and any officer so assigned shall have the same 
authority and receive the same obedience from the com- 
manders of bissquadron holding commissions of an older 


date than bis, thut be would receive if his commussion was 
the oldest. 


This is based upon the act passed in 1861, when 
the grade of captain was tlre highest in the Navy. 
This authorized the President to assign any officer 
on the list of captains or commanders to the com- 
mand of a squadron witb the rank and title of flag 
officer. It is contended that there is not sufficient 
authority for appointing an Acting Rear Admiral 
and demanding for him the courtesies extended to 
an Officer of that grade, inasmuch as Sections 14196 
and 1497, R. 8., require an examination preliminary 
to promotion, and the Act of June, 1878, provides 
that ‘* the rank of officers shall not be changed ex- 
cept in accordance with existing law, and by the 
advice and consent of the Senate.” 

Concerning this we are asked the following ques" 


tions : 


R- Wess te the rank of the officers known as Acting Rear 
Adm , 

2. What is the meaning of the act passed in 1878? 

3. Suppose the Secrérary bas under Section 143, the au- 
thority to make these appointments ? 

“ A.” To what salutes is an officer appointed Rear Admiral 
entitled trom those not under his command 

“B.” If the sevior officer under bis command is a cap- 
tain, what fag would he fiy in the presence of auother 
commodore with an older commission ? 

“C.” Which officer takes precedence when in company 
with a Rear Admiral whose commission is of a later date 
tban his appointment 7 

“D.” Do the orders of the Secretary have the same bind- 
ing force on subordinates, whether they are in accord with 
or In violation of existing law ? 


As to the first two questions we can only answer 
that the ‘‘ rank” is that, and ouly that, to which 
the officers in question are eommissioned after 
nomination by the President and confirmation by 
the Senate. This, in our opinion, is ‘‘ the meaning 
of the act passed in 1878.” 

As to the other questions we may say that it is to 
be assumed that the Secretary in making the ap- 
pointments is acting as the representative of the 
President,and that he has whatever authority belongs 
to the Commander-in-Chief as to the assignment 
of a naval officer to command. The Supreme Court 
has distinetiy declared the principle that the orders 
of the Secretary are those of the President, or at 
least can only be questiored by the President. Un- 
less, then, itcan be shown that the President ex- 
teeds his constitutional right in determining the 
matter of salutes it must follow that the salute 
an Acting Rear Admiral is entitled to is such 
as the Navy Department prescribes for him. The 
same holds true as to the flag he is to fly. His 
tight of precedence, however, would seem to be 
confined to his own squadron, and in any case it 
stands upon a different footing from tbat of salutes 
and flags, which are controlled by regulations which 
can be abrogated or altered at the will of the Execu-. 
tive, so long as the change does not conflict with 
statute law. 

The orders of the Secretary are, as we have 

eady said, the orders of the President, and are 
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binding upon all of his subordinates until authori- 
tatively declared to be in excess of his prerogative. 
Only such an emergency as requires an immediate 
decision of the question of constitutional right can 
justify an officer in disobeying them. A question of 
precedence in time of peace can hardly assume such 
importance. The purpose of requiring salates, etc., 
is to give dignity to the office and not distiaction to 
the individual, and when an officer is properly in 
discharge of the functions ot an office, by assign- 
ment of the President, through the Secretary of the 
Navy, he is entitled to, and should receiveall of 
the courtesies pertaining to that office. 





Wits the view to determining the qualification 
of officers for the various kinds of special duty the 
Navy Department is preparing, in concise form, 
the record of every officer in the Service, showing 
what duty the officer bas been assigned, and how 
well he has performed it. Extracts from letters, 
complimentary or otherwise, will be given; in fact 
every thing belonging to an officer’s record, which 
will enable the Department to readily form a jadg- 
ment as to his qualifications, character, etc. They 
will be in the nature of the so-called efficiency re- 
ports inaugurated by Secretary Proctor, which have 
been found of so much value in making details to 
special duty, appointments and promotions in the 
Army. The work of compiling the Navy efficiency 
reports is being done by the Bureau of Navigation, 
which has charge of all papers affecting the per- 
sonnel. The records of only those officers now on 
the retired list will be compiled in this way. The 
records of those on the eve of promotion will be 
made up first, in order that they may be available 
at once for the Examining Board. 








WE understand that the Secretary of War con- 
templates some radical reforms in connection with 
the physical examination of candidates for Army 
appointments. His recent experience with the cases 
that have come up for retirement under the new 
promotion and retirement laws has convinced him 
that the physical examinations of candidates for 
commissions in the Army have not been as rigid as 
they should have been. A carefally prepared table 
shows that two percent. of the graduates within the 
past ten years have either died or have been found 
permanently disabled on account of diseases that 
existed at the time of their entry into the Service. 
With more care exercised by the Army surgeons at 
the time of examination for admissiop and gradua- 
tion, the Secretary believes there should be no 
cases of this kind, and it is his purpose to issue 
such instructions as will make the physical examin- 
ation just as rigid as the professional, not only for 
the cadets bat for appointments from the ranks and 
civil life to both the line and staff of the Army, and 
especially to the Medical Corps. He is disposed to 
reduce the standard of the professional examination 
and to increase the physical qualifications for ad- 
mission to this corps, as the recent retirements of 
young surgeons show that such a change is desir- 
able. Even the chaplains will hereafter be required 
to uhdergo a most thorough pbysical examination. 








Tue Army Register for 1891 is still in the hands 
of the Printer. It is doubtful now if it will make 
its appearance before April 15. 








D., writing to a 
friend in Washington, expresses the opinion that if 
the Government fulfils its promises and its agree- 
ments with the Indians, and ifa sufficient number 
of troops be kept at the agency, the Jndians can 
be beld in check aad another outbreak averted. 








Tue Army and Navy Gazette speaks hopefully 
of British Naval Matters and says: ‘“‘ Nothing re- 
veals more plainly the progress whicb bas been made 
in Naval administration since the awakening of 1884- 
85 thao the fact that the vessels to which Her Ma- 
jesty wished success on February 26, 1801, bad less 
than eighteen months agoan existence merely on 
paper.”’ 


THe expenditaores for mileage will be much larger 
this year than usual, and $60,000 in excess of the ap 
propriation of $200,000 on account of the increased 
travel made necessary by the new promotion law, 
but there is ne reason to fear a deficiency and delay 
in settling accounts, as balances from the funds un- 
der the head of the “ pay of the Army "’ can now be

RECENT DEATHS. 

One of the few remaining links with the old 
Army, that fine old veteran Brevec Brigadier Gen- 
eral Haunibal Day, colonel on the retired list, died 
at his home 10 Morristown, N. J., March 26: He was 
bora in 1803, and was the son of Asst. Surg. Sylvester 
Day, U. 8. Army, who died ia 185i. Hannibal en- 
tered the Military Academy in 1819, was graduated 
in 1828, and promoted to the 21 lafantry. He served 
for many years at various frontier posts, attained 
the grade of captain in 1838, took part in the Mexi- 
can war, and was promoted major of the 2d lofantry 
in 1852. In 1861 he became lieuténant colonel of the 
2d Infantry, and colonel of the 6th [ofantry in 1862 
He commanded a brigade in the Penosyivania vam- 
paign, and was at the battle of Gettysburg. Hs was 
retired Aug. 1, 1868, at his own request, after forty 
years of cousecutive service. He was subsequently 
brevetted brigadier geveral for, his long and faith- 
fal services. After the war he performed many re- 
sponsible duties on boards, court-martials, eto. His 





wife died about ten years ago, and he leaves a som 












ahd adaughter. Many will mourn the death of this 
veteran officer, a soldier of the old school. 


Captain Ectyau R. We.ts, U.S. Army, retired, a 
veteran of the old Second Dragoons, died at Albany, 
N. Y., March 22. He enlisted in theSecond Dragoons 
in 1858, was appointed 2d lieutenant, 21 U, 8. Cav- 
alry, in 1862; promoted Ist lieutenant in 1863, and 
to captain in 1867. He rendered gallant service dur- 
ing the war, was twice wounded, and received the 
brevets of ist lieutenant, captain and major for his 
eonduct at Beverly Ford, Cedar Creek and in the 
field generally. After the war he saw much active 
service on the frontier,and was retired April 23, 
1879, on account of wounds received in the line of 
duty. 


WE regret to learn of the death of Brevet Briga- 
dier General James A. Ekin, colonel U. 8. Army, 
retired, which occurred at his residence in Louis 
ville, Ky., just after midnight on the morning of 
Friday of this week. 


{One of the great historic figures of the Confed- 
eracy, the last officer of its army who held the 
rank of general, save Beauregard, Gen. Joseph Ec- 
cleson Jobns.on, died 1a Washington, March 21. He 
caught acold soon after attending Gen. Sherman's 
funeral which aggras ated an affection of the heart 
and caused his death. Gen. Johnston was in his 
85th year, having beea boro at Cherry Grove, Va., 
ta February, 1807. The deceased was graduated 
from West Point in 1829,and was a classmate of 
Gen. Robert KE. Lee. He was promoted to the 4'h 
Artillery, took part in the Black Hawk War and 
tue Florida War, being an aide of Gen. Scott. He 
resigned May 30, 1837, being then Ist lieutenant of 
the 4th Artillery, but was reappointed tothe Army 
io 1838, as a lst lieutenant of the Corns of Engineers. 
Heserved galiantly during the Mexican War, part 
of the time as liewtenant-colonel of Voltigueurs and 
received the brevets of major, lieutenant-col- 
one! and colonel, for Cerro Gordo and Chapul- 
tepec. He was promoted captain in his corps in 
1846, and in 1855 was appointed lieutenant-colon-!l. 
lst Cavalry. Oo June 28, 1860, he was appointed 
quartermaster-general of the Army. He resigned 
April 22,1861, and joined the Confederate Army, 
woere in the course of time he attained the rank of 
geperal. His career duriug the war and until his 
tional surrender to Gen. Sherman, is a matter of his- 
tory. After the war he held mauy prominent posi- 
tions, including member of Congres-, bis last being 
Cowwissioner of Railroads under President Cleve- 
land’s administration.

of the Navy.

Gen. Gen. G. Meade, U. 3. A., died at Philadelpoia 
March 22, aged 35. 


GENERAL Joun C. LEE, a distinguisbed volunteer 
officer of Unio during the war and twice Lieutenact 
Governor of that State, died at Toledo March 24.

THE CATLEY COURT-MARTIAL. 


Ow March 20, several non-commissioned officers 
and privates of the regiment testified that Captain 
Catley joined his command within six bours after 
it took the field against the Indians, Dev. 30. He re. 
roained in command of the skirmish line when the 
Indians approached and manifested no fear, but or- 
dered the men to he down and reserve their fire, 
while he himself remained standing in front of the 
company. 

Capt. Catley, for the defence, referred to his trial 
in 1880, for cowardice, and introduced a letter from 
Jadge Advocate General Dunn to the Secretary of 
War, on the strength of which President Hayes set 
aside the finding of the court-martial. The judge- 
advocate-general’s opinion and letter reviewed the 
case at great length. In it he stated that Captain 
Catley was in an unexplored country, in the heart 
of a canyon where there was no chance of escape on 
either side, and in a path so narrow that bis men 
were compelled to march in single file when he was 
fired upon by hostile Indians. He knew nothing of 
the torce of the enemy, and there was nothing left 
for him to do but to retreat. Gen. Dunn held that 
there was notbing in evidence to sustain the charge 
of cowardice, and recommended that the finding of 
the court martial be overruled. It was upon this 
reeommendation that President Hayes acted. 

ln the proceedivgs of March 13, an endorsement 
was introduced by the accused, bearing the signa- 
tures of Gen. Wheatoa and Lieut. Rowell, adjutant 
of the regiment, showing Capt. Catley to be a brave 
man and one who had never sbirked duty. This en- 
dorsement was given some time ago, when Capt. 
Catley made application for retirement. While not 
publicly expressed it seemed to be the desire of the 
regiment that Capt. Catley be retired. The Secre- 
tary of War bad, however, refused the application. 
When Surgeon Spencer examined the captain at 
Pine Ridge be said that Capt. Catley was able to go 
with the command and urged him to start and go 
until be was tired or disabled and to then return to 
the vamp at Pine Ridge. 

Gen. Wheaton, while testifying, said he had always 
treated the captain with the courtesy to which he 
was entitied. He considered him perfectly com- 
petent to handle his company on the parade 
grounds, but before a band of hostile Apaches was 
another matter. He had none but the kinudliest 
feeling for the captain, as he was well along in life 
and physically incapable of withstanding the pri- 
vations of active service in the field. He sympa: 
thized with him in bis present troubles, and knew 
tbat retirement had been suggested on several occa- 
sionas. 

On Monday, March 23, Capt. Catley madean argu- 
ment in bis own behaif, which was replied to by 
Capt. Ray, the judge advocate of the court. The 
trial was then brought to a close.

CAMP OF INSTRUCTION, NEW YORK. 


THE statément which appeared in a Sunday paper 
jast week that General Headquarters, New York, 
** proposes to materially lesson the current expenses 
of the State Camp of Instruction at Peekskill,” and 
among other things that *“‘ an endeavor was to be 
made to keep the cost of the camp inside $75,000,” 
has no foundation in fact. While the absence this 
year of many organizations from the interior of the 
State will lessen the amount to be expended for 
transportation, the total cost of the camp will ex- 
ceed $100,000. No scheme has been considered by 
the adjutant-general whereby it was calculated to 
run the camp on $75,000. To provide as usual for 
the details whose turn at camp is due this year 
would be impossible for the sum last mentione4, 
and general headquarters certainly being as fully 
aware of this fact as any outsider, the absurdity of 
the statement in question must be apparent to all 
intelligent minds. As announced in the ARMY AND 
Navy JoURNAL of March 14, the camp this year, 
which is the 10th annual season, will be opened by 
the 23d Regiment, of Brooklyn, on the afternoon 
of June 13, the 7th Regiment relieving them on 
June 20. 

The 7lst Regiment will proceed to camp on July 
4, and the 22d Regiment, it is safe to say will close 
thecamp. The dates that the remaining organiza- 
tion will go to camp is not definitely settled at this 
writing. . 





INSPECTIONS OF MILITIA ENCAMPMENTS.,

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Capt. Rogers Birnie, Ord. Dept., U.S. A., has writ- 
ten a most valuable and interesting article on “Gun 
Making 1n the United States,” which will soon ap- 
pear in a special number of the ——- Service {n- 
stitution, to be issued early in April. The article is 
supplemental to the one of the same title written 
by Capt. Birnie and published in the proceedings of 
the I[nsticute in November, 1887, and is essentially a 
review of the work that has been accomplished 
since that date. At the time the first article was 
written Congress had not responded to the urgent 
demand for coast defences, and the author could 
only review the work that had been done by the 
Navy in the matter of gun construction and disouss 
what the Army would and could doif it had the 
chance. The latest article shows a happy contrast 
in the conditions that then and now exist, though 
the author finds but little relating to the principles 
of construction to add to bis first paper, the built-up 
forged steel gun stil] being regarded as the proper 
weapon in both Services. A tendency to increase 
the length of guns is one of the few changes re- 
marked. 

The Ordnance Department of the Army will ad- 
vertise for 10 sets of forgings, each of 8, 10 and 12 in. 
calibre, under the $800,000 appropriation for steel 
forgings in the new Fortification act. The Depart- 
ment is now getting up the specifications for these 
forgings, and also for the 100 guns to be built by 
private contract under the provision of the new act 
which increases the appropriation made last year 
for this purpose to $4,250.000. 


The Navy Department, March 21, entered into 
contract with the United States Projectile Co. of 
Brooklyn for shells and sbrapnel casee aggregating 
in cost, $125,594. Theitems in detail are 4.000 4-in. 
shells, at 8.40 each; 5,000 5-inch at 5,59; 6,200 6-in. at 
11.42; 1,000 each 4-in., 5-in. and 6-in. shrapnel cases at 
2.55, 4.18, and $6,56 respectively. The deliveries are 
to commence August 1, and the contract tobe filled 
within four months thereafter. 








The Navy Department has issued its first adver- 
tisement for proposais for steel armor plates and gun 
forgings. Now the plant of the Midvale Steel Com- 
pany bas been so far improved that forgings for 
guns of all sizes can be made there, and Carnegie, 
Phipps and Co., are also ready to begin the manu- 
facture of gun forgings, bids are expected from each 
of these firms. The present advertisement is for com- 
paratively small contracts, being for ten 2X inch 
steel plates for the armored spoosons of cruiser Na. 
6: for two sets of rough-bored and turned forgings 
for 6-inch rifies of forty calibres length, three sets 
for 8-inch rifivs of thirty-five calibres, and one set 
for an 8-inch rifle of forty calibres. 





Although Gen. Cutcheon’s appointment as the 
civilian member of the Ordnance and Portification 
Board has been definitely determined upon, there 
will probably be some delay in making it, as it has 
been discovered that no appropriation was made 
for the pepmest of the'salary attached to the office. 
Gen. Cutcheou was Very much surprised to learn of 
the omission, and came to Washington from Fort 
Monroe on Tuesday last to see what could be done 
about the matter. He thought that the amount 
might be paid from the fund provided for the ex- 

nses of the board, but it is considered doubtful 

y the Department if this can be done. 





At the meetings this week of the Ordnance and 
Fortification Board, allotments of funds were made 
for carrying out the various projects contemplated 
by the iast fortification act. The wore important 
of these are for the purchase of 30 sets of gun forg- 
ings, for the compleiion of Waterviiet Arsenal, and 
for the purchase of 100 guns from private manufac 
turers. Advertisements inviting proposals for these 
objects will be issued by the Army Ordnance Ve- 
partment as soon as the Secretary of War has acted 
on the recommendations of the board. Two in- 
ventors were heard by the board—Mr. Timby in 
convection with his system of disanpearing carriage 
for seacoast batteries, aad Mr. Mefford in regard to 
his 8-inch liquid reservoir gun, 
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Speaking of Captain E. Field’s article in the Uni- 
ted Service on Pulaski and Charleston, the Army 
and Navy Gazette says: “ it is an excellent contribu- 
tion to the history of the rified gun, and shows how 
Gen. Gillmore had the courage and ability to 
measure the new and almost untried weapon with 
the latest and best exponent of defence, where every 
condition was against him, and yet bow the newly 
completed fort constructed with pride and confi- 
dence on the Vauban system, bac to boist the white 
flag. The record of the siege, whic his given with 
much detail, is highly interesting.” 














M, Weyl directs the attention of the English to the 
fact that France rejected at once all the guns.of the 
pattern discredited by the accident on the Amiral 
Duperre and advises them to follow this example in 
the case of the 110-ton gun. He contrasts its per- 
formance with. that of the 820m. (12.59 in.).Canet 
gun, weighing 66 tons, and nearly as long as the 
Elswick gun. Witb 55317 and 297.67 Ibs. of smoke- 
less powder and a projectile weighing 995 38 lbs. its 
muzzle velocity was 2,300 feet, and 2,308.4 feet with 
553.17 lbs. of brown prismatic powder and a 988.76 
Ib. projectile. 





In a recent address, Sir H. Halford gave an effec- 
tive answer tothe criticisms on the magazine rifle 
adopted for tbe British service. He admitted defects 
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in main springs, which it is very dificult to obtain of 
uniform 7. and in the bolt bead, which bas 
been altered, ough one has stood the test of 36,000 
rounds without failure. One day’s experiments 
upon the carcasses of horses, donkeys, aud sheep 
bad proved to bim that the power of the new rifle 
was superior to that of the Martini-Henry, and very 
sligbtly inferior to that of the best Express rifle. 
There need be no fear of the weapon, and when it 
should be fully and fairly tried upon an enemy, it 
would be found to be the best rifle ever produced. ~ 


The Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘‘ We under- 
stand that the recent trials of the Zalinski pneuma- 
tic seveete-Savecer at Sboeburyness, undertaken 
by the British ordnance officials for the Victorian 
Government, have euccessfully demonstrated the 
€xtraordinsry accuracy of this description of ord- 
nance. At 4,000 yards range-fire, successive projec- 
tiles were thrown in‘o a rectangle only 24 yards 
long by 14¢ yards wide. Whether tbe triais were 
satisfactory in other respects, we have not yet been 
able to learp; but it is necessary to point out that 
trials in the United States have already shown that 
this machine is at present utterly useless for ship 
purposes, and that its métier is practically contined 
to coast defence in certain clearly defined and very 
limited circumstances. Itis,in fact, as a competi- 
tor with the Brennan torpedo that the greatest in- 
terest attaches to it.”
